-Each check was 
mfcde out for $871.25, one signed by 
MJ-s. V. L. Lusk one by Mrs. Charles 
K*pple, daughters of Mrs. Raymond. 
Mfrs. Lusk was Mrs. Raymond's ad- 
'-' wnnistrutrix under the will filed in 
county, court. 

Mrs/ Richardson is still in Chicago 
and it i9 said that' she has been ill for 
some time and unable to make her 
living.

Lake County friends of 'Herbert 
Strang, a son of former postmaster 
Thomas Strang, of Libertyville and late 
of Wadsworthwill be surprised to hear 
that he dropped . dead suddenly at bis 
home in Highland Park Thursday eve- 
ning. Heart trouble is belieyed to have 
been the cause. 

, Mr. Strangwas 40 yearB old and had 
been employed as conductor on the 
electric line for the past twenty years. 
He was one of the oldest men in service 
on the. road. 

He was feeling as good aB usual on 
Thursday, chatted with friends in the 
street before going home for the night 
and his shockingly sudden death was 
hard to understand. He had worked 
all day and It was nine o'clock when he 
reached his home. He^ picked up the 
paper and made the remark to his wife 
that he had a atrange pain hia system. 
Shortly afterwards he was obliged to 
go to bed. and at eleven. o'clock he had 
succumbed. 

Besides his wife, he leaveB four chil- 
dren. Tije wife and children returned 
from Florida only five weeks ago. Mrs. 
Strang formerly was Miss Ives. 
. There have'been four deaths in' the 
Strang family since last October. At 
that time Wesley Strang of Gurnee, 
died from wounds received in action in 
France. Mrs. Ed Bartlett' of Wal- 
worth died the latter part of December. 
Henry Strang of Waukegan died May 
12. Mrs. . Bartlett was a sister of 
Henry. Strang and an aunt of Wesley 
and Herbert Strang. 

The body of Wesley Strang will be 
brought home from France for burial, 
relatives having requested the govern- 
ment to do so. They had the choice of 
leaving his body in France or placing it 
in the national cemetery in Washington 
or returning it to Gurnee. 
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THe estate of Mrs, Raymond took an 
appeal to the Appellate .court, asking 
that the act of the circuit judge in en- 
tering judgement be. Bet aside. 

In the meantime attprneys for Mrs. 
Richardson wrnt into County court and 
filed a claim against the Ravmond 
estate. The judge of the County court 
declined to allow the claim until the 
Appellate court had ruled. 

Later tha Appelate "court entered a 
ruling in which the judgement of the 
Circuit Court was affirmed. It was an- 
nounced immediately that attorneys for 
the Raymond estate would take an ap- 
oeal td the Supreme court. .Pending 
this ruling' the claim in the County Court 
was allowed. 

The appelate court was recently sua- 
tained by the Supreme court and ac- 
cordingly the judgement was formally 
entered in. county court and the heirs 
at law of Mrs. Raymond decided to set; 
tie for the full amount, and the checks 
were sent. "'. .

CONGRESS HEARS 
MESSAGE FROM 
CHIEF EXECUTIVE 
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Recommendations of Much Im- 
portance Made in Document 
Read to Legislators. 



NEED FOR MEASURES 

TO CHECK ANARCHISM 



Prevalent Unrest of Labor Pointed Out 
as Constituting Grave Danger— Rec- 
ommends Adoption of Woman Suf- 
frage—Would Have. Ban on Liquor 
Business Delayed- Until Nation-Wide 
Prohibition Comes Into Force. 



Washington, May 20.— Potrlek J. 
Haltigan, regular rending clerk of the 
house, read the president's message to 
congress today, .practically as follows: 
"Gentlemen of the Congress : I deep- 
ly regret my inability to he present at 
the opening of the extraordinary ses- 
sion of the congress. It still seems to 
be my duty to take part in the coun- 
sels of the peace conference and con- 
tribute what I can to the solution of 
the innumerable questions to whose 
settlement it has had to address Itself ; 
for they ure questions which affect the 
peace of the whole world and from 
them, therefore, the United States can- 
uot stand apart. I deemed it my duty 
to call the congress together at this 
time because It was not wise to post- 
pone longer the provisions which must 
he made for the support of the govern- 
ment Many of the appropriations 
which are absolutely necessary for the 
maintenance of the government and 
the fuimimcnt of its varied obligations 
for the fiscal year 1010-1920 "have not 
yet been mnde ; the end of the present 
tlscal year Is at hand ; and action upon 
these -appropriations can no longer be 
prudently delayed. It is necessary, 
therefore, thnt I should Immediately 
rail your attention to this critical 
need.* It is hardly necessary for me to 
urge thnt It may receive your prompt 
attention. 

♦•I shall tnkc the liberty of address- 
ing you on my return on the subjects 
which have most engrossed our atten- 
tion and the attention of the world 
during these last anxious months. 
Domestic Legislation. 
"I hesitate to venture any opinion 
or press any recommendation with re- 
gard to domestic legislation while ab- 
sent -from the United States and out 
of dally touch with Intimate sources 
of information and counsel. I am con- 
scious that I need, after so long an ab- 
sence from Washington, to seek the 
advice of those who have remained In 
constant contact with domestic prob- 
lems and who have known them close 
nt hand from day to day; and I trust 
thnt It will very soon he possible for 
me. to do so. But there are several 
questions pressing for consideration to 
which I feel that I may, and Indeed 
must, even now direct your attention, 
If only in general terms. In speaking 
of them I shall, I dare sny, be doing 
little more than speak your own 
thoughts. I hope that I shall speak 
your own judgment also. 

"The question which stands nt the 
front of all others In every country 
amidst the present great awakening Is 
the question of labor; and perhaps I 
can speak of it with as great advan- 
tage while engrossed in the considera- 
tion of interests which affect all coun- 
tries alike as I could at home and 
* amidst the Interests which nnturally 
most affect my thought; because Uiey 
are the Interests of our people. 

Rights of the Worker. 
"By the question of labor I do not 
mean the question of efllcient Indus- 
trie production, the question of how 
labor Is to be obtained and mnde effec- 
tive in the great process of sustaining 
populations and winning success 
amidst commercial and Industrial ri- 
valries. I mean thnt much greater nnd 
more vital question, how are the men 
nnd women who- do the dally labor of 
the world to obtain progressive Im- 
provement in the conditions of their 
Inbor, to be made happier, and to be 
served better by the communities nnd 
the industries which their labor sus- 
tains nnd advances? How are they 
to be given their right advantage ns 
citizens nnd human beings? 

Justice to Capital and Labor. 
"We cannot go nny further In our 
present direction. We have already 
gone too far. We cannot live our 
right life as a nation or achieve our 
proper success as an Industrial com- 
munlty if capital and lnbor nre to be 
antagonistic instead of being pnrtners. 
If they are to continue to distrust one 
another and contrive how they can get 
the better of one another, or what per- 
. imps amounts to the same thing, cal- 
culate by what form and degree of 
coercion they can manage to extort 
on the one hand .work enough to mnke 
' -enterprise profitable,, on the other Jus- 
nnd fair treatment enough 



tlce. 



mnko Ufo tolerable. That bad' road 
has turned out a blind alley. It is 
no thoroughfare to real prosperity. 
We must find another, leading In an- 
other direction und to a very differ- 
ent destination. It must lend not 
merely fo accommodation but.nlso to a 
genuine co-operation and partnership 
based upon n real community of .Inter- 
est and participation in- control. 

"Labor legislation lies," of ; course, 
chiefly with the states; but tho .new 
spirit and method of organization 
which must be effected are not to be 
brought by legislation so much ns by 
the common counsel and voluntary 
co-operation of capitalist, manager, 
and workman. Legislation can go only 
n very little way in recommending what 
shall be done.. The organization of In- 
dustry Is a matter, of corpornto aod 
Individual Initiative and of prncticnl 
business nrrungement. Those who 
really desire a new relationship be- 
tween capital and labor can readily 
find a way to bring It about ; and per- 
haps federal legislation can help more 
than state legislation could. 

"f Industrial Democratization. 

"The object of all reform in this 
essentlnl "matter must be the genuine 
democratization of Industry, bnsed 
upon a full recognition of the right of 
thosc.who work, In whatever rank, to 
participate in some organic wuy In 
every - decision which directly affects 
their welfare, on the part they are to 
play In industry. Some positive leg- 
islation Is practicable. The congress 
has already shown the way to ono re- 
form which should be world-wide, by 
establishing the eight-hour day as the 
standard day in every field of labor 
over which it can exercise control. It 
has sought to find the way to prevent 
child labor, nnd will, I hope nnd be- 
lieve, presently find It. It hns served 
the whole country by leading the way 
in developing the means of preserv- 
ing nnd snfegunrding life nnd health 
In dnngerous industries. The mem- 
bers of the committee on lnbor In the 
two houses hardly need suggestions 
from me ns to what means they shall 
seek to make the federal government 
the agent of the whole nation in point- 
ing out, nnd if need be, guiding the 
process of reorganization and reform. 
Duty to Returning Soldiers. 
"I nni sure thnt It Is not necessary 
for me to remind thnt there Is one 
Immediate and very prncticnl question 
of labor that wo should meet In the 
most liberal spirit. We must see to it 
thnt our returning soldiers nre assist- 
ed in every* practicable way to find 
the plnces for which they ure fitted In 
the dnlly work of this country. This 
enn he clone by developing nnd main- 
taining upon nn adequate scale the ad- 
mornble orgnnlzntlon created by the 
department of lnbor for plnclng men 
seeking work ; nnd It can also be done, 
in nt least otic very great field, by cre- 
ntlng new opportunities for individual 
enterprise. The secretary of the In- 
terior has pointed out the way by 
which returning soldiers may be helped 
to find nnd take up land In the hither- 
to undeveloped regions of the country 
which the federal government hns al- 
ready prepnred or can readily prepare 
for cultivation, nnd nlso on many of 
the cutover or neglected nrens which. 
He within the limits of the older 
stntes; nnd I once more tnkc the lib- 
erty of recommending very urgently 
thnt his ptnn shall receive the immedi- 
ate and substantial support of the con- 
gress. 

Future Commerce. 
"Our new merchant ships, which have 
In some quarters been feared ns de- 
structive rivals, may prove helpful riv- 
als, rather, and common servants very 
much needed nnd welcome. Our grent 
shipyards, new and old. will he so 
opened to the' use of the world thnt 
they will prove Immensely serviceable 
to every maritime people In restoring, 
much more rapidly than would other- 
wise have been possible, the tonnage 
wantonly destroyed in the war. I 
have only to suggest that there nre 
many points nt which we can facili- 
tate American enterprise In foreign 
trade by opportune leglslntlon, nnd 
mnke It* easy for Amerlcen merchant 
ships where they will be welcomed as 
I friends rather than as dreaded antag- 

I onlsts. 

"And credit nnd enterprise alike will 
be quickened by timely and helpful 
legislation with regard to taxation. I 
hope thnt the congress will find It pos- 
sible to undertake an early reconsid- 
eration of federal taxes, In order to 
moke our system of tnxntlon more sim- 
ple nnd easy of administration nnd the 
taxes themselves ns little burdensome 
ns they can he made nnd yet suffice to 
support the government nnd meet nil 
Its obligations. The figures to which 
those obligations have arisen nre very 
grent Indeed, but they nre not so great 
ns to mnke It difficult for the nation to 
meet them, mid meet them, perhaps, In 
n single generation, by taxes which 
will neither crush nor discourage. 
They nre not so grent ns they seem, 
not so grent ns the Immense sums we 
have had to borrow, added to the Im- 
mense sums we have had to raise by 
taxation, would seem to Indicate; for 
n very Inrgc proportion of these sums 
were raised In order thnt they might 
to be loaned to the governments with 



which we were associated In the. war, 
and those loans will, of course,. consti- 
tute assets not liabilities, and will not 
have to be taken care of by our tax- 
payers. 

"The main thing wo shall have to 
care for Is that our taxation Bhall 
rest as lightly as possible on -the pro- 
ductive resources of the country, thnt 
Its 'rates' shall be stable, and thnt It 
shall be constant in its revenue-yield- 
ing power. ■ 

"Many, of the minor taxes .proviuea 
for In the federal legislation of 1017 
nnd 1018, though no doubt made neces- 
snry by the pressing necessities of the 
.war time, can hardly An"" sufficient 
Justification under the easier circum- 
stances of pence, nnd can now happily 
be got rid of . Among these, I hope you 
will agree, are the excises upon vari- 
ous manufactures and the tnxes upon 
retail sales. They are unequal in the 
Incidence on different industries and 
on different individuals. Their collec- 
tion Is diflicult nnd expensive. Those 
which nre levied upon articles sold nt 
retnll nre largely evaded by the read- 
justment of retail prices. On the other 
hand, I should assume that It Is ex- 
pedient to maintain , a considerable 
range of Indirect taxes; and the fact 
thnt alcoholic liquors will presently 
no longer 'afford a source of revenue 
by tnxntlon mnkes it the more neces- . 
snry thnt the field should be carefully 
restudlcd In order that equivalent 
sources of revenue may be fount] 
which. ot will be legltlmnte and not 
burdensome to draw upon. 

Import Duties Correct 
"There Is, fortunately, no occasion 
for undertaking In the Immediate fu- 
ture, nny general revision of our sys- 
tem of Import duties. No serious dan- 
ger of foreign competition now threat- 
ens American industries. Our country 
hns emerged from the war less dis- 
turbed and less weakened than nny of 
the European countries which nre our 
competitors in manufacture. So far 
from there being any danger or. need 
of accentuated foreign competition, it 
Is likelv thnt the conditions of the 
next few years will greatly facilitate 
the mnrketing of American manufac- 
tures abroad. Lcnst of all should we 
depnrt from the policy ndopted In the 
tariff net of lOl.'i, of permitting the 
free entry Into the United Stntes of 
the raw- materials needed to supple- 
ment and enrich our own abundant 

supplies. 

Asks Woman Suffrage. 
"Will you not permit me, turning 
from these matters, to speak once 
more, and very earnestly, of the pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution 
which would exteud the suffrage to 
women und which passed the house 
of representatives at the last session 
of the congress? It seems to me thnt. 
every consideration of justice and of 
public advantage calls for the imme- 
diate ndoptlon of thnt nmendment nnd 
its submission forthwith to the legis- 
latures of the several states. Through- 
out all the world this long-delayed ex- 
tension of the suffrage is looked for. 

"The telegraph and telephone- lines 
wlllj of course, be returned to their 
owners so soon ns the rc.trunsfer k ch'n 
be effected without administrative 
confusion; so soon that Is, as the 
change cun be mnde with least pos- 
sible Inconvenience to the public und 
to the owners themselves. The rail- 
roads will be handed over to their 
owners ut the end of the cnlendnr 
year; if I were in immediate contact 
with the administrative questions 
which must govern the retransfer of 
the telegraph nnd telephone lines, 1 
could name the exact date for their re- 
turn also. Until I am in direct con- 
tact with the practical questions In- 
volved I enn only suggest In .the ense 
of the telegraphs nnd telephones, ns 
In the case of their railways, It Is 
clearly desirable In the public inter- 
est that : some legislation should be 
considered which may/ tend to mnke 
of these indispensable Instrumental- 
ities of our modern life a uniform nnd 
co-ordlnuted system which will nfford 
those who use them a complete and 
certain means of communication. 

"The demobilization of the mllltorj

1019, the purposes of .the net entitled 
"nn net to provide ftirthcr for the na- 
tional security and defense by stlmu- 
lntlng nnd facilitating Uie distribution 
of agricultural products," - and foi 
other purposes,* be amended or re 
pealed In so far as it applies to wine? 
nnd beers. 

"I sincerely trust thnt I shall vers 
soon be nt my post In 'Washington 
again to report upon the mutter* 
which mnde my presence at the peace 
table apparently imperative, nnd tc 
put myself nt the service of the con- 
gress In every matter of administra- 
tion or counsel that may seem to do- 
mnnd executive notion or ndvl.ee.

by the Speaker. 



"Washington. May ■;'21.— The "recon- 
struction" congress, .assembling In ex- 
traordinary session. Monday,.' under 
the call by President Wilson from 
Pnrls Mny 7, marks the return, to 
power of the Republicans and loss by 
the Democrats of control over the na- 
tional legislature. 

Representative: Glllett of Mnssachu- 
setts (Rep.) was elected speaker of 
the house over Champ Clark (Dem.). 

By a majority of two votes, the' Re- 
publicans took control of the senate, 
electing Senator Cummins president 
pro tempore and defeating Senntbr 
Key Plttman of Nevada, Democrat, by 
a record vote of 47 to 42. 

The woman suffrage .constitutional 
amendment got top place on the house 
calendar. By' general agreement Rep- 
resentative Mann's Joint resolution, 
similar to the measure ..passed lust 
session by the house; and. defeated in 
the senate, was. designated No. 1. 

A resolution to repeal the luxury 
tax as of the war revenue, agreed 
upon by lenders of both parties at the 
last session was introduced by Rep- 
resentative Moore- of Pennsylvania us 
u purt of the Republlcui; party's leg- 
islative program. 

Tho business of swearing In new 
senators wus disposed of quickly. In 
the house there were a greater num- 
ber of new members und It took 
longer. All the Republican, senators 
were present; four Democrats were 

absent. 

The immediate work Is passage be- 
fore July 1 of seven regular annual 
appropriation bills Which failed in 
the senate filibuster last March"; 

After that will come consideration 
of the pence treaty and of-the league 
of nations, nnd railroad, shipping, rev- 
enue, woman suffrage, prohibition, 
army and navy and many, other meas- 
ures. Many Investigations, partlcu- 
larlv Into war activities, are expected. 
The Republicans, for the first time 
since 1011. hud majorities In both 
branches, of congress ns n result of 
the congressional elections last No- 
vember. 

In tho house they have a margin of 
■40 votes. In the senate their majority 
is only* two. 
f Republican action Is restrained by 
President Wilson's veto power. Co- 
operation between 'administration ofll- 
clals ami the Republicans Is expected 
on uncontested matters. 

The avalanche of bills and resolu- 
tions incident to a new session began 
in the house, but introduction of sen- 
nte measures went over. 

Final action by the senate on the 
pence treaty and the covennnt of the 
league of nations before July 1 Is not 
generally expected, although much dis- 
cussion meanwhile is planned. Re- 
sides the treaty Itself the proposed 
agreement with Great Britain and 
France for protection of France from 
attack by Germany promises much dis- 
cussion, i 

Prohibition enforcement leglslntlon 
is expected to receive early attention. 
Rcpeul of the war prohibition meas- 
ures as well as tho constitutional 
amendment Is to be urged. 

Victor Berger of Wisconsin, whose 
right to n seat is contested because he 
is under conviction for violation of the 
espionage law, did not attempt to vote 
When the name of Berger was called 
ns new members were sworn, Repre- 
sentative Dalllnger of Massachusetts, 
chairman of the elections committee, 
formally challenged his right to be 

seated. . . 

Speaker Glllett directed Berger to 
stand aside when he appeared for the 
oath, and refused tb rccognl/.e hlra 
when he tried to speuk as a mutter of 
personal privilege.

General Logan's ''general order" 
was followed by the observation of 
the first Memorlol day In seventeen 
states. Maine In 1874 made' Memorial J 
day a legal holiday. Massachusetts 
did the same In 1831. Other states 
followed. Now Memorial day (May 
80) Is a legal holiday In most of .the 
northern states. Alabama, Georgia, 
Florida and Mississippi observe April 
20 and North- and South Carolina 
May 10. 

So the origin of the observance of 
Memorial day on May SO Is settled 
beyond question. 

But where did the Idea that lies 
back* of .the observance of Memorlnl 
day originate? Here Indeed Is room 
for controversy. 

In the first place there were deco- 
rations of Civil war graves previous 
to 1808 In various localities of tho 
North and South. These were mostly 
Informal. The earliest date back to 
the days of war Itself and were merely 
local observances. 

October 0, 1800, Col. Andrew H. H. 
Dawson, who had fought on the Con- 
federate side, In the Academy of 
Music, Brooklyn, addressed 4,000 peo- 
ple and said In part: 

"Let the North and the South meet 
as friends. Let them share common 
griefs, sacred sorrows. Let the daugh- 
ters of the North and the daughters 
of the South meet with their floral of- 
ferings annually, on some great 'me- 
morial day, on the fields wliero our 
heroes sleep their last sleep, and let 
their tears fall together upon the 
lowly pillows of their, loved and lost. 
Let them kneel together there, and let 
their prayers for tho welfare of our 
common country rise, as It were, on 
the wings of the same breath, and soar 
to heaven. Angels will be waiting at 
the portals of the skies to bear them 




to the footstool, of the, Great White 
Throne; and the God of our country 
will hear and 'answer them; fraternal 
feelings will revisit tho riven land; 
man will recognize again In man his 
brother; sectional prejudlceu will puss 
away; sectionalism will receive /the 
rebuke It deserves; and pence and 
prosperity, harmony and happiness will 
crown a* national glory nnd grandeur 
without parallel In the annals of 
ages." 

The following published statement Is 
presumably true:. "In the early spring 
of 1807 Mr. and Mrs. Henry S. Kim- 
ball, of West Philadelphia, Pa., were 
visiting several points In the South. 
Mrs. Kimball, upon returning to Phila- 
delphia, wrote to General 1 Logan, an 
old friend, stating that In her visit 
to the South 'she had particularly 
noticed the southern women decorat- 
ing, tho graves of their dead, fallen In 
buttle,' nnd suggesting to him thnt, *as 
tlie commander In chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic,' he'should 'have 
our heroic soldiers whose lonely graves 
are, many unmarked, remembered In 
the same beautiful wny.' General 
Logan quickly and heartily approved 
Mrs. Kimball's suggestion, Informing 
her by letter that he felt that 'such 
a touching tribute' to his dead com- 
rades 'would 'undoubtedly meet with 
general favor.' " Goncrnl Logan -fre- 
quently and explicitly, In public nnd In 
private/gave Mrs. Kimball credit for 
tlie suggestion In her letter. 

In view of 'these statements If a 
monument Is created It would seem fit- 
ting that It should contain these 
names, Instead of bearing the name- 
.plate "Unknown": 

ANDREW H. H. DAWSON. 

MRS. HENRY S. KIMBALL. • 

JOHN A. LOGAN. 

Tho day Is not far distant when, tho 
calling of the Grand Army of the lte- 
publlc roll will find no member to an- 
swer present. There .are now 4,803 
posts, and 120,000 members. The 1018 
death rate was • more' than 1,000 a 
month. But affiliated organizations 
will preservo the observance of Me- 
morial day. 

Then there is the Spanish-American 
war— and Its heroic American dead and 
Its national organization. 

And now there Is' the Great War-r- 
and; Its. heroic .American dead nnd Its 
coming organization of veterans. 

It is In every respect fitting that 
Memorial day this year and hence- 
forth should also commemorate the 
heroic Americans who died In the 
Great War. For Memorial* duy there 
Is nn Inspiring future. 

Memorial day muy even become an 
allied holiday.

Leaders lnsist ; Armed Resistance 

to Peace Terms Not 

Thought Of. / 



WANT TO PROTECT BORDER 



Mobs in Berlin Protest Peace Terms 
—Huns' Reply Will Probably Be 
Delayed — New War Is Pos- 
sible, Is Report. 

Berlin, May 20.— Although govern- 
ment leaders insist armed resistance 
to tho peace terms Is out of the que.s- 
/on, ,lhe army leaders are appealing 
to the Slleslun population to join the 
volunteers. 

The regiments composed of these 
men, It Is planned, ure to defend the 
country by concentrating xon tlie bor- 
der. The German leaders have dis- 
solved tlie Polish supreme people's 
council s. 

Gigantic ^demonstrations took place 
In Berlin Sunday protesting against 
the pence terms. Chancellor Schelde- 
Viann arid members of his cabinet ad- 
dressed large crowds. The spirit of 
all the demonstrations was one of de- 
fiance, which was fanned to Intense 
fury by the speakers, who warned the 
populnce to stand united against the 
"foreign foes" and to avoid all domes- 
tic disorder. The day marked the end 
of the "sackcloth and ashes" week de- 
creed by President Ebert. , 
, Tlie preamble of Germany's main 
nnswpr to the pence terms already Is 
en route from Berlin to Versailles, It 
was learned at the headquarters of 
Count von BernstorlT, "home chief" of 
the German peace machinery. 

It was added that It was doubtful 
whether the .complete German answer 
would be delivered by Wednesday, the 
date stipulated by Clemenceau. Ex- 
tension of at least a few days Is ex- 
pected In official circles; 

Dispatches to Germun newspapers 
from Versailles say the original plan- 
of contrasting the peace treaty, clinp- 
tdr by chapter, with the 14 points has 
been abandoned nnd Instead a con- 
densed expose of the alleged conflicts 
with those points will be filed.

Four alien enemies have caused, the 
people of this country- two-thirds as 
much loss as more than 750 native 
rogues. The' damage by the former is 
estimated at $200,000,000 annually and 
,by the latter at $300,000,000 nnnually,' 
The chief alien enemies are the 
house mouse and three kinds of rat*. 
The introduced European hare Is also 
proving Injurious In some localities. 
The' natives are the more than 750 
kinds of rodents that inhabit this con- 
tlnent north of Mexico. 
" Now, all of the 7fi0 are, or may be- 
come; depredators, though mnny of 
them are only mildly and occasionally 
so, as Is shown by the fact that to- 
gether they accomplish only one and 
one-half-times the damage .caused by 
the four alien rodent pests. For the 
aliens are In practically every house, 
every barn, every mill, every elevator, 
every storehouse, over most of the 
country, while the natives run largely 
in the fields, ranges arid woods. 
Native Rodent Bad, Too. 
Some of our native rodents n re very 
bad citizens— such as the prairie dog, 
the pocket gopher, the ground squirrel. 
"Even that ancient .rival of the weather 
bureau,, the groundhog, sometimes 
causes great damage, crunching corn 
like a litter of.shotes or mowing down 
alfalfa or soy beans like u herd of 
steers. Against nil the.se, unremitting 
warfare should be waged— unremitting 
or at least such occasional warfare as 
Is rlecessary .to hold them In check..
